12. To elect one director for the Richmond Swanzey Tel- 
ephone Co. 


18. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, or committees 
heretofore chosen, or take any action relating thereto. 


14. To take action on any other matter that may le- 
gally come before the meeting.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond: 


I beg leave to submit, herewith, my first annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 

I have examined with some care your last printed report 
and wonder why Richmond does not take advantage of State 
aid. Thinking that’ possibly the method of obtaining State aid 
may not be familiar to you, I shall take the liberty of explaining 
the matter in some detail, in the hope that you will see the 
wisdom of taking appropriate action at the coming school 
meeting. Section 8 of Chapter 122, Laws of 1925 reads: 

‘‘In any district in which a sum equal to one half of one 
per cent of the equalized valuation of the district, on which the 
state tax is apportioned, is insufficient to maintain the required 
elementary and special schools, and to purchase the required 
text books, scholars’ supplies, flags and appurtenances, the 
state board shall provide the balance of money necessary from 
the money appropriated to carry out the provisions of this 
title.’’ 

Now a $5 tax on your equalized valuation is $3,051.12. I 
am not familiar with your finances for the current year but 
based on the figures shown in your report printed one year ago 
you should be receiving $1,500 or 1800 state aid money each 
year. On a budget of approximately $6,500 you should get 
about $1,800 a year. 

Section 4 of the same chapter reads: 

‘‘The School Board of each district in its annual report 
shall state in detail the additional sums of money, if any, which 
will be required during the ensuing fiscal year for the support 
of schools, for the purchase of text books, scholars’ supplies, 
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flags and appurtenances, for the payment of the tuitions of the 
pupils in the district in high schools and academies in accord- 
ance with law, and for the payment of all other statutory obli- 
gations of the district.’ 


As I have done in the case of the other towns in this union, 
I am taking the liberty to submit herewith estimates for the 
cost of your schools for the ensuing year and organizing those 
figures into a budget as required by law, for your considera- 
tion. If your board approves this report and the district makes 
no alterations a vote to accept the school board’s report with 
or without alterations, requires an assessment of $6,456.00. 
Then next October your board will submit this budget to the 
State Board of Education for its approval. If every item is 
approved just as it stands you would be entitled to about 
$2,000 state aid. This never happens but making due allow- 
ances you might reasonably expect to get as much as $1,800 
approved. The state board will make known the exact amount 
of state aid to which you are entitled in February and at next 
year’s school meeting you will decrease your assessment by that 
amount. The point is simply this, the state aid comes as a 
rebate. Money spent this year is rebated next year on the 
basis of this year’s expenditures. It certainly would seem to 
me the part of good business judgment to raise the money this 
year as suggested and then get about 1/3 of your school money 
after that from the state. The larger towns are very careful 
to get their share. Winchester and Swanzey are both qualify- 
ing this year for the maximum amount of $6,000.

After this year an assessment of around $4,500 will, with 
the state aid, provide for a budget of this amount. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. The buildings and grounds 
are in a fair condition. The yard at the Corners should be 
graded so that the front yard and playground is not covered 
with mud and water. Both this building and the North Rich- 
mond schools should have new heating plants. The Prescott 
school wiil need to have some little changes made to meet the 
approval of the State Board. The usual amount of painting, 
eleaning and minor repairs will be necessary during the sum- 
mer. All of these things are provided for in the budget. 


TEACHERS’ AND PUPILS. Richmond has fully trained 
teachers in every school, and two of them are well seasoned by 
experience. The crux of the whole school problem is the teach- 
er. Good schools are not possible without good teachers. Rich- 
mond is particularly fortunate in its teaching staff and I trust 
this policy will remain. The statistical table shows that a 
splendid improvement has been made in the matter of attend- 
ance and I trust the parents and pupils will continue to cooper- 
ate with us along this line. The work of the schools compares 
favorably with the commonly accepted standards. 
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I have dealt mostly with the finances of the district as it 
seems to me that this matter of securing state aid should be the 
paramount issue to be decided at this time. 

I wish to express my very great appreciation for the inter- 
est and support accorded by your board, the teachers and pu- 
pils, and the citizens generally.
